Glimpse at Process of 


Making Sugar. 


Beiiton Harbor sugar is now in the j 


market. The first barrel was purchas- 
ed by Mayor Howe aori is now on sale 
at his store. Other local grocers have 
also bought the Beuton Harbor brand 
and only sugar manufactured in this 
city will b'j sold here for some lime. 
The lirst barrel weighed'impound-.

Henry Brails takes a bushel basket of 
beets off of each load and these samples 
are taken to the tare room, which is in 
charge of Frank 
E. Morrow. 
Mr. 


Morrow aud his assistants weigh the 
beets in the basket, aud then put them 
iu a washing machiue where the dirt is 
washed oil and the 
washed 
beets 


weighed 
Mr. Morrow went through 


the process for the benelit of a NEWS 
reporter and oil that basket there was 
a waste of U per cent. This, the tare- 
man said, was an unusually dirty bask- 
et. 


A slice is then trimmed from each 


beet in the basket and these slices are 
ground iulo pulp. This pulp is put in- 
to a sack that resembles a .shot bag and 
is put under a heavy pressure and the 
juice squeezed from the raw beets. 
This juice is sent to the chemist who 
ascertains the percentage of sugar it 
contains 
This test determines the 


price the grower will receive tor his 
beets on that load. As each load is 
tested the same grower may receive 
varying prices for his beets. 


Other factories have a beet press for 


getting out the juice which works with 
a screw. Mr. Sebriver found that this 
wa-s too slow a process aud he invented 
a press that works with a lever nod is

This process is 


only applied to the test beets.
